from their original purpose of stimu- 
lating agriculture

They have degenerated Into -mere ru- 
ral racing seasons, with certain spec- 
ulative attachments. 
There'is a dete- 


rioration in management as well as 
morale. 
The money expended on them 


Is largely wasted, and the expenditure 
haf little or no 
beneficial 
eifect on 


husbandry. The chief stimulus is to 
horse racing of the -professional sort 
and to gambling. It is iiardly worth 
while to tax the people for such ob- 
jects. 


As the number of district fairs has 


increased, the demands for their sup- 
port have enlarged. In the appropria- 
tion bills for their encouragement the 
good: fairs are lumped with the bad 
ones, for the mc-ritorlous claims will 
be defeated if those without merit are 
not recognized ar..i. placated. In con- 
sequence there Is a logroll at every ses- 
sion oC the Legislature to get through 
the district agricultural bill. That Is 
a practice which deserves rebuke. . 


In vetoing the bill this year Gover- 


nor Pardee has followed the precedent 
established by Budd at the first ses- 
sion of his term. At the outset or his 
administration he encountered a big 
deficit in the treasury, and one of his 
first moves In the line of retrenchment 
was to veto a district fair agricultural 
bill that had been logrolled through by 
the usual methods. 


THE GLEN ELLEN HOME. 


Notwithstanding all the noise that 


has been raised about the State pris- 
ons, no'thing has been disclosed about 
them quite as bad as the management 
of the Glen Ellen Home for the Feeble 
Minded. The abuses there have been 
numerous and flagrant. Extravagance 
is the most trifling count In the Indict- 
ment.

children in the Home are not criminals. 
The Home Itself Is not a penal insti- 
tution. The Inmates are the Innocent 
afflicted whom every humane and civ- 
ilized instinct dictates should be treat- 
ed with gentle forbeajaace and merci- 
ful compassion.

A PHILANTHROPIC AGENT. 


Stringent rules and regulations are 


laid down to tenants by a Boston wom- 
an real estate agent, and they abide 
by the law to the very letter. 


Mrs. Elizabeth W. Mitchell conducts 


a most oiit-of-the-ordinary real estate 
agency. 
She is a philanthropist and 


educator as well as a capable business 
woman. 


This real estate agent collects rents 


from about 500 families, at the same 
time carrying on extensive charitable 
and educational work among her ten- 
ants. 


She 
has 
tenants 
on 
Lansdowne 


street, on Massachusetts avenue, near 
Lansdowne, on Rochester street. South 
Boston, and on Edgerly place. When 
asked what they thought of their rent 
collector several said: 
"Mrs. Mitchell 


has pretty strict rules) but she is kind 
and helpful to us in many ways. She 
means what she says, all right. It is 
one of her rules that all tenants must 
pay in advance, but if we have been 
sick and are out of money she lets our 


rent run until we are able to pay It." 


Three blocks of the poorest tenement 


houses in Lansdowne street, Roxbury, 
in the very poorest district of that lo- 
cality, were turned over to Mrs. Mitch- 
ell about four years ago for handling 
and general improvement. 


Upon looking the situation over she 


saw the immediate necessity of a kin- 
dergarten for the younger children of 
the neighborhood, for, strange to say. 
there was none near there that they 
could attend. ' 


Her first step was to apply to the 


city for a kindergarten. .They refused. 
She then went' from place to place, 
talked and explained until she got peo- 
ple interested in her project. The Nor- 
mal Training School offered to supply 
teachers Jf she would furnish the*school 
house. 


Mrs. Mitchell then gave up her of- 


fice, fitting it out with the necessary 
apparatus and converting it Into a 
school room. . She reserved one little 
corner for her desk, where, twice a 
week, she holds her office hour. 


Bach day from 9 until 1 o'clock twen- 


ty little tots from the neighborhood go 
to the school, where two young train- 
ing school girls act as teachers. 


Then in this same little school on 


Massachusetts avenue and Lansdowne 
street there are weekly classes of read- 
ing and sewing for the girla and a 
gymnasium for the boys. 


Then Mrs. Mitchell, by ft special ef- 


fort, succeeded in making the school 
a branch of the public library, so' that 
the whole'' neighborhood has free and 
easy access to gqpd reading. 


Last Christmas she gave to some 90 


or 100 children a Christmas tree In the 
little school-. She gave eai;h. a pair ol 
rubbers, a pair of mittens, also candy 
and oranges. 


When asked if she found true the 


common statement that many of the 
poorer people, do riot appreciate a bath 
tub, but use it as a repository for coal, 
wood or vegetables, Mrs.'Mitchell, said: 
"By no means. I have said before, and 
again, that none of my tenants neg- 
lect their bath tubs. In the first place, 
I would, not allow it; and In the sec- 
ond, the tenants show a desire for 
cleanliness when encouraged In it. 


"Last week I visited a house on Ed- 


gerly place and met one of my tenants 
sweeping her dirt all out into the hall. 
I asked her why she did It, and she sakl 
she wished to be clean and didn't care 
about the others in the house. I then 
suggested that she should buy a dust' 
pan, and a few days later when I .called 
I saw that she had one. 


"Often I exclaim when I enter an 


untidy home: 'Goodness, how dirty and 
untidy it is here,' arid often when I call 
again I find a great improvement. 


"I collect my rents personally,: be- 


cause I can see the condition of the. 


homen and offer suggestions. 


"In trying to better tbVcondltions of 


a neighborhood I may be doing a char- 
itable work In a way, but I am also 
teaching the tenants 
;to keep the 


houses in better order and less repairs 
are needed. Sometimes I am obliged 
to put tenants out, as they will not 
fulfill my easy rules." 
. She has laid down the fpllowlnjr rules 
for those living In her houses. 


All halls and entries must be swept 


each day. 
• 
. ., 


AH outside doors must be locked at 


10 o'clock. 


No children are allowed to play on 


the roof, banisters or in the cellar. 


No Intoxicated tenants are allowed 


to remain In the house. 


All coal and kindlings must be put 


at the cellar window. 


After coal and kindlings, have been 


put in the cellar, all the dirt must be 
Immediate!/ cleared up. 


Mrs. Mitchell 'personally collects all 


her rents, attends to all the repairs 
and work done by the carpenters, 
plumbers and gas workers,, painters 
and paper hangers. 


Sometimes she says she is obliged 


to work about twelve or fourteen hours 
each day. 


"Until last fall 
she conducted 
her 


work under the name of E. H. Will- 
iams, but Cupid found his way into 
the life of even this very busy woman, 


and now she is Mrs. E. W. Mitchell, 
real estate agent of Dorchester. Her 
husband is a lawyer and Is not con- 
necied with her work in any way, al- 
though intensely interested.

The Eternal Feminine In The Business0 


.Despite the predictions of 
many old- 


fashioned persons toot with the entrance 
of women ir.to tte'busineBS world! womanli- 
ness would disappear, an observer has only 
to Join a crowd* of business women, say 
at dinner liour, In one of the wcll^fllled res- 
taurants, and keep one's eyes and ears open 
to discover that the eternal feminine is as 
distinctive as ever, and that women, even 
those wle spend eight or nin« hours a day 
in the dingy counting offices of large busi- 
ness buildings, are women first, and what 
their occupation demands of them after- 
ward. 


As to witether the office Is woman's 


proper sphere of *ctilta or not rs beside tl>,e 
question. I will concede at the outset that 
the happiest 'women 'arc'' tBese-f«r«*natc 
enough to pre«idft over home destinies in the 
capacity of wives and mothers. But even 
outside her natural sphere woman creates 
an artificial one not altogether uninterest- 
ing. 


One must realize that, In prescat condi- 


tions, there are not enough homes,, ant! fate 
has not reserved enough seats at the.heads 
of tables for every woman whose ambition 
It is to find herself there. There Is not only 
c. lack of homes, but also of (husbands who 
caro afford to support a wife and- a flat in 
ever so modest a way. 


Those well-meaning .persons whose ideas 


of gentility make it unwomanly for women 
to labor in the business world do not suggest 
the solution of the problem- aa to what we 
shall do with our unmarried girls. Cer- 
tainly there are and have been women who 
are welcome in gome corner of a married- 
brother's nonse, where the sister may have 
the respect, though seldom the considera- 
tion, shown to the wife and children. She 
is more often tolerated, and 1» generally 
a sort of upper niaJA-of-all-work ou board 
wages, without independence. And being 
dependent on even one's own flesn and blood 
relatives is galling to the twentieth century 
girl.
